The job of these scientists is to 


think up new ways to make farm 
products more valuable. They re- 
ported on the nut idea at a meet- 
ing of the national farm chcmurgic 
council, which is also interested in 
finding new uses for farm products 
—like the pectin from fruit. 
The ereaseless potato chip, 
de- 


stined for a great future at the 
cocktail party, is possible because 
of a new method of processing po- 
tatoes. 


First, part of the moisture is re- 


moved from the potato. Then it is 
frozen. When it 
is 
sliced 
and 


cooked, it absorbs less grease. 


This hits thc jackpot in at least 
three ways: 


1. With part of the moisture re- 


moved, the potatoes weigh less, 
shipping charges are reduced. 


'2. The 
frozen 
potatoes 
;keep 


much belter than unfrozen. 


3. It takes less Krease to make 


chips of these potatoes. The grease 
is a costly item in chip manufac- 
ture — so the manufacturer will 
save money.
